The Thresher That Sends 
A All The Grain Into The Bag 


ILLIGNS of dollars are wasted in thresh- 

ing each year in the form of grain which 

is fed into the separator but never reaches the bag-- 

grain that works through to the stacker and is blown 

out with the straw. This is a necessary evil with the 

old vibrator type of thresher--but not with the Aultman-Taylor 

New Century.
